Frens, feiled to return 
from leave. fhen Preng onlied thy OS" by telephone and gave notice 
that he 444 aot intend to return, the Russian manager immediately 
enugelled al] fugioughs and revnlied all employees currently cn leave, 


2. Jt was Pound thet Frens had take: with him all important data concern. 
ing his work, lrolwling the final report on the results of his research 
attivities. ls10 of his cclleag.os wias posted on his work, zo that there 
was no onp at bhe O59 who could take hie place. 


%. Prensa was a specialist on ‘tiunghteaend molybdenum alloys and un the pro- 
duction of slmet-iroa and wire mude from such alloys. He aloo worked 
oz the develagment of alloys suited for tubes of 211 kinds, sxd on the 
development af pastes. He evolvet various kinds of glass, necessary 
for the prouuction of tubes, whic! would achieve the proper = coefficisnt 
of expansic. between gleas end mets... He aleg developed “Getterungave:- 
fahren”s through which the efficioncy xf receiving and transaitting valves 
was greatly improved. Frest's researc) aleo reaulted in the production 
of cathode pastes with special emissivity ~ ~- uch as Pernico, Fink, 
Bilfos - = having new relative compusit‘one. The factory management av. 
trifmted she gradual decrease in tho nunvare of feulty and rejected tubes 
oaveed by cracks in the glass, explosions, emissions, ata, to the work 
of Frens (the rejected material originally represented 86% of producticn) . 


4. Yrang's resignation will undoubtedly have a. adverse effect ou future 
Oberspreewerke operations. It ts doubtful wisther the projected specicl - 
department for the production of tungsten and solytdenun alleys, end of 
sheet-iron and wires, which was to be set up uvier Prens, gan now be es- 
tabiished, It is likewise doubtful whether the work in comiection with 
the different procseses of evaporization, through which, i¢ is hoped, 

some metals might be found as eubstitutens for co d, caa be continued, The 
va work entrusted to Frens in tho field of elloye as pastes was redistribut- 
ed among the chemists Auer, Sohoefer, and Vemaa. 
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During @ meobing, held shortly before Christuas 1947, the Soviet manager 
of Gapreased his satisfaction with the production re- 
oulte aghiewed up to the tine. He mentioned that 98% of the planned work 
hed bees delivered, auf that the delivery date for the remusiring &% of 
the work program wes to be extended to 10 January 1948. 


Beuarks mode by Rupsian offtciels disclosed that they, too, were under strong 
pressure ab regards the termination of the planned work for 1947, The 
Soviet represeutatives proposed on two instances thet it be declared, con- 
wary to the aptual status of production, that the planned work had been 
carried thrvegh ens avired per cent.
